WE pointed out in our last issue, in connec- 
tion with the Missouri movement, what the re- 
tailers may fairly and with some prospects of 
success ask of publishers in the matter of 
books. In the case of periodicals the retailers 
are, if possible, a little worse off, between the 
Scylla and Charybdis of the publishers and the 
news companies, against whom their protests 
are alternately directed.

The evil against which the retailers and news 
companies alike complain is the growth of the 
club system and the subscription agencies 
built upon it. It is very questionable whether 
the club system—a clever device for the first 
publishers who hit upon it—has any longer the 
effect of adding to 
periodicals. Like its successor, the“ premium” 


has probably worked harm to the normal 


method of making sales for periodicals. That 
it does not work fairly toward the regular 
distributors—the news companies and retail 
dealers—is sufficiently evident. The news

system, it has been very much abused, and it | 
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companies suffer little if any direct loss, for, 
with abundant capital obtained from the de. 
posits of newsdealers and with no need of 
taking risk on unsold copies, they are well pro. 
tected on both sides, and one reason why pub- 
lishers hold to the direct sales, especially the 
club system, is in fact the fear of increasing the 
power already centralized in this direction, 
But the retailer has no such resources of 

_ power. If it were not for the direct conflict of 

the club and regular sales system, the business 

of the news companies would doubtless be stil! 
larger and more profitable, but the loss here is 
negative. The retailer's loss is too often 
positive. He has no margin from which to 
| make up his losses on unsold goods. The 
| club price, postage paid, 10 any person, is put 
so low that the news company price is neces- 
sarily, with postage or freight additional, 
higher, so that the man who has to sell again, 
taking both the risk and the considerable 
| labor, actually must pay more per copy than 
his own customer. He is driven into giving up 
keeping stock, except such as he can actually 
return, and becoming a ‘‘club” or a “ sub- 
scription agency.” The growth of these latter 
is a very serious matter, for most of them per- 
form no real service, simply transmitting to the 
publisher a subscription that would otherwise 
| come to him direct or through the regular 
| trade, letting the publisher do all the work of 
| delivery, and deducting a round commission

not feel that they were putting themselves 
entirely in the hands of a centralized and un- 
checked power, many of them to-day would be 
glad to take steps to correct, in their own in- 
terest, the evils they recognize, and the retailer 
also would be more a free agent ; but the great 
organizing and executive ability which have 
joined to make the associated news companies 
what they are, have so far easily driven all new- 
comers out of the field. 

There is no problem in the trade more beset 
with difficulties than this of the price of period- 
| icals, and in making any recommendations to 
publishers, retailers need to recognize the diffi- 
culties on both sides. But there can be no 
question that the man who does the work and 
takes the risk of selling should have fair com- 
pensation therefor ; and one point ought easily 
| to be gained, that the publishers should not, 
under any guise, give an advantage to the pur- 
| chaser of a single copy, whether for one issue or 
| fifty-two, without giving a corresponding in 
crease of advantage to the dealer who saves 
him the work of handling ten or fifty or 4 
| hundred copies every publication day. 
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THERE is pretty sure to be a considerable re- 
vival of interest in copyright questions before 
long. The,coming suit of Chas. Scribner’s 
Sons against J. M. Stoddart & Co., for in 
fringement of their copyrights in certain Amer- 
ican articles in the tenth volume of the “‘ En- 
cyclopedia Britannica,” which they have care- 
fully protected, is likely to be of interest in 
its bearings both on domestic and on interna- 
tional copyright. It is understood that G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons will also bring suit against 
the publishers of the so-called volume of “ Irv- 
ing’s Works,” on a common law basis, which 
will throw some interesting light on certain re- 
lations of copyright.

From U. S. Oficial Postal Guide, December, 1879. 


165. A DRAFT, accepted or unaccepted, is first- 
class matter. In either case it is held as being 
the ‘‘expression of a monetary value.” (Sec- 
tion 232.) 

169. No printed paper filled out in writing 
which has the ‘* expression of a monetary value” 
can pass in the mails at less than letter rates of 
postage ; that such matter may be left unsealed 
will make no difference in the rate of postage 
as above stated. (Section 232.) 

170. The Post-office Department or its reve- 
nues are not liable for the loss or damage of 
any mail matter ; but when any valuable matter 


is missing the Department will use its best.

‘*Children’s Book of Poetry” are the leading 
attractions of their own publication, and the 
former promises to be in as great a demand as 
ever. Their finestock of rare editions of works 
are displayed to their best advantage. Their 
juveniles are very popular, and the demand for 
them is all that the publishers desire. 

The religious book-stores, which mostly cen- 
tre on Chestnut Street, have not been behind 
their more worldly companions, but have put 
on their holiday attire, yet with becoming mod- 
esty, and with regard to that which is truly or- 
thodox. Mr. W. J. Kelly, who has charge of 
the retail department of the Presbyterian Board, 
has managed to collect an excellent assortment 
of good solid reading, such as is supposed to be 
eminently suitable for those whose trade is ca- 
tered for. The handsome windows have been 
tastefully dressed by Mr. Kelly, and the inte- 
rior arrangements are superior to those of any 
other season. The Bapfist Board and the 
American Sunday-School Union are not be- 
hindhand, and their windows are tastefully 
filled with their specialties. 

Marcus Ward & Co. are usually overwhelmed 
by the rush for Christmas and New Year’s 
cards, of which they have a magnificent assort- 
ment this year. These, in addition to their pa- 
peteries, pocket-books, and other specialties, 
are in great demand, and will keep them busy 
till the end of the year. 

Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger have no new 
works for this season; but their new editions 
of their well-known standards, in attractive 
bindings, will be in demand for holiday pres- 
ents. They make quite a handsome display of 
standard miscellaneous works in fine bindings. 

One of the most disastrous fires that has taken 
place of late yeats in this city happened on De- 
cember Ist.

A PHILADELPHIA PUBLISHER. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Hera/d reports a 
pleasant interview with Mr. J. B. Lippincott, 
whom he describes as “ a man of medium height, 
well built, with a bright, animated expression, 
wearing a white moustache and chin whiskers ; 
frank in his manners, simple in his dress, en- 
tirely devoid of the ostentation usual in men 
who have risen from small beginnings to com- 
manding positions.” After interesting reminis- 
cences of his relations with authors, the reporter 
obtained the following interesting bit of auto- 
biography: ‘‘ I was born in Burlington County, 
N. J. My ancestors were Quakers. I never 
tell my age, but I came to Philadelphia more 
than fifty years ago to seek my fortune. I was 
a very little fellow then, and obtained a situation 
in a small book-store. By the time I was eigh-

teen I was in entire charge of the establishment, 
Before I was of age I was in business for my. 
self on the southwest corner of Fourth and Race 
Streets, which was my first purchase of property 
in Philadelphia. In 1850 the business had 
proved so profitable that I had made what thirty 
years ago was considered quite a fortune. But 
instead of retiring I purchased the stock and 
good-will of Grigg, Elliott & Co., at that time 
the largest book jobbing house in the United 
States. I introduced important changes into 
the business management, greatly increased the 
list of publications and improved their character, 
Mr. Grigg was considered a giant of a booksell- 
er, yet his whole stock could be packed in one 
of the smallest of our rooms. We made more 
books in one month than he made in a year, 
Our daily outlay is more than his yearly ex. 
penses, and the entire income derived from his 
business would scarcely pay the rent and insur.

ing-presses are kept constantly running to meet 
the demands of our business. The average 
number of books printed by them is 2,000. Our 
business extends from the Atlantic to the Pa. 
cific, from Newfoundland to Texas. From 
25,000 to 30,000 boxes of books are annually 
shipped to our various customers, and about 
100,000 express packages. The cost for boxes 
and packages amounts some years to $25,000, 
It was humorously said of a complete packing- 
house in Cincinnati that a hog was driven in at 
one door and came out of the other a ham. So 
a manuscript is brought into this establishment 
and comes out a bound volume. The entire 
book is manufactured under this roof. Here it 
is printed, bound, published, sold, and distrib- 
uted.”
